Toadstools or Mushrooms? 

By Marilou Newell 

On October 23 at their White Eagle property, 
the Sippican Lands Trust hosted a Mushroom Tour led 
by Wesley Price, a trained mycologist whose love for all 
things fungi quickly became apparent. 

"The largest living organism on the surface of the 
planet is the mushroom," Price told the group. He also 
explained how mushrooms, or toadstools if you prefer, fit 
into the ecosystem, the role of fungi in supporting all life, 
and why he is reticent to point out edible specimens. 

Price sadly shared, "A three-year-old child 
recently died from eating a poisonous mushroom." 
Authorities in Victoria, British Columbia believe the child 
consumed an amanita, also known as a 'death cap', while 
foraging with his family. 

Price cautioned the group on the importance of 
knowing beyond a shadow of a doubt if a mushroom is 
safe, saying, "It's hard to be an expert."

On a lighter note, he said that no mushroom 
in North America is harmful by simply touching it and 
of the millions of mushrooms on Earth, only about 10 
percent had been identified. 

As the tour ambled down the trail. Price pointed 
to various mushrooms as well as lichens, selecting some 
for identification and discussion. Of lichens, he said that 
the presence of lichen on trees is indicative of a healthy 
atmosphere and was not deleterious to trees but could, 
over time, turn rock to sand. 

The tour participants learned that mushroom 
names can be quirky. There are puffballs, honey 
mushrooms, turkey tails, chicken of the woods, and inky 
caps to name a few. 

During the walk. Price found a puffball past its 
prime but still able to send a smoke-like plume of spores 
into the air when pumped. 

Marion resident Joe Keogh often forages for 
chicken of the woods, which he testified does indeed taste 
like chicken. Ellen Keogh, his wife, said jokingly that she 
had come along to "protect" her husband from making a 
mushroom mistake. 

Price said that all mushrooms, regardless of 
their benign characteristics, could cause some people to 
suffer with stomach ailments. "All mushrooms should be 
cooked before eating," he firmly stated. 

Price, whose background in biology kept his 
discussion on the theme of natural systems and cycles, 
said that every plant has a mushroom partner that aids it 
in some fashion. He also said that research is ongoing into 
the medicinal benefits of mushrooms while pointing out 
that 70 percent of the DNA found in mushrooms is also 
found in the human body. 

The most interesting find of the afternoon was 
the discovery of a purple Cortinarius that Price said was

exceptionally rare to see. 

"I've only seen these a few times," said Price. 

Of the mushroom. Price said, "It is a keystone 
species." A keystone species is one that supports an 
ecosystem and whose existence makes that ecosystem 
possible. 

Price, a founding member of the Cape Cod 
Mycological Society, said a good source of information for 
those interested in expanding their fungi knowledge is 
www.mushroomobserver.org. The website is a repository 
of information from mycologists throughout the world 
and a place where the weekend forager may receive 
guidance on identifying mushrooms in the field.

In what seems like no time, they have the first 
gasket design completed and are on to a slightly more 
complex model. At the end of the session, McElroy gives 
the students free time to play with the software and create 
their own designs. A round of smiley faces appears on the 
monitors.

The course is part of MakerSpace, an after-school 
concept McElroy envisioned alongside other teachers. 

He would like to be able to offer a few different courses 
each month. This month, he is offering the CAD course. 
Another teacher is offering courses on building and taking 
apart electronics, and a third is planning a Halloween 
crafting course. 

McElroy' s students appreciate the opportunity to 
study the software in more depth. 

"We learned this in class, and I really liked it," 
said Cole Dennison. "So when Mr. McElroy said he was 
offering the course, I thought it was really cool, and I said 
I'd be there." 

McElroy, for his part, is enthusiastic about his 

charges. 

"These kids, I show them something, they go 
home, they download it, and they do it themselves," 
McElroy said of his students. "I offered this course 
because so many students said they wanted to learn more 
about CAD." 

He hopes that the program can expand and grow 
from this starting point. He plans to offer a future course 
on 3-D printing, something that his students enjoy, and is 
bouncing ideas with other teachers. 

"We really wanted to get the students doing 
something with their hands," said McElroy. "We do 
so much work related to standardized testing; it really 
diminishes opportunities to learn hands-on skills."

Where Their Ancestors Rest

On October 19, the Rochester Historical Society 
invited the public to join them on a tour of the historic 
Woodside Cemetery, peacefully situated next to the East 
Rochester Congregational Church on County Road. 

The church is the headquarters for the society, 
having been acquired by the organization in 2003 for the 
princely sum of $1. 

Historical Society President Malcolm Phinney 
said that he couldn't bear to see the antique structure "get 
torn down or have a McMansion built here." 

The Historical Society uses the property as a 
museum, where a collection of everything from books

to photographs to china tea cups bear witness to bygone 
days and may be viewed on Sundays, primarily during 
the summer months. Phinney said the church was built in 
1857, but that the cemetery predates it by some 29 years. 

As members of the society talked about the 
oldest graves, graves of ancestors, and shared family lore 
of those buried in the hallowed grounds, tiny tea lights 
flickered in the gloaming. Before it was known 

as the Woodside Cemetery, the parcel was called the 
Pierceville Church Cemetery and is referenced in Old 
Cemeteries of Southeastern Massachusetts by Charles 
Thatcher as well as being recorded by the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission as ROC805. Locals also remember 
the resting place as the Briggs Lane Cemetery. But those 
designations and recognitions will never mean more than 
the emotional attachment people hold for their ancestors, 
as evidenced by the society members giving the tour. 

Barbara Bailey, Phinney' s sister, whose ancestors, 
the Gallts, are buried in the Woodside Cemetery, gave 
those in attendance a peek into their family's background. 

Bailey said the surname has many spellings and 
that in her research of the Gallt clan, there were simply 
too many Gallts, Gaults, Gauls, and Gaits. At Woodside, 
there are several Gallt graves all related to Bailey and 
Phinney. There's a John Gallt who fought in the Civil War 
and another who was involved in the War of 1812. Of 
the Civil War veteran, Bailey said that family oral history 
claims he suffered from what we would call today PTSD. 

Bailey read from a letter written during the Civil 
War by a Ruffus King to Lucy Gallt which reads in part: 

". . .heard gunfire . . . wounded men everywhere . . . such sights I 
hope to never see again . . . left Confederates where they fell . . . " 

The assembled were led by Bailey towards a 
small, pure white marble headstone that marks the grave 
of a Gallt child, William Thomas Gallt. Born in 1873, 
William, or Willy as the family called him, contracted 
diphtheria in 1878 and died. Bailey said the child's mother 
bemoaned his burial in this cemetery saying, "My poor 
Willy all alone up here. . She had wished he could 
be buried with his grandmother in Center Cemetery 
in Wareham. A mother's sorrow could still be felt as it 
echoed down through the years.

Betty Beaulieu, local historian and member of the 
society, took the group to the gravesides of Morse family 
members. As she guided people along, she commented, 
"It's too bad all these nice little poems are being lost." 
Time and weather are eroding the loving sentiments 
etched into the headstones along with the names of the 
deceased. 

Morse men also fought in the Civil War, Beaulieu 
pointed out, adding that there are three homes along 
County Road that were built by the family. 

And anyone familiar with Rochester and 
Wareham would immediately recognize names that have 
filled the town records for more than a century. Names 
such as Beaton, Davis, Gurney, Briggs, Bump, and Maxim

- they are all here with the Gallts and Morses. Many of 
these graves are marked with American flags denoting 
service in the Union Army. 

Not to be forgotten is the Revolutionary soldier, 
Ben Gurney, who was laid to rest in 1828, the oldest grave 
at Woodside. 

Bailey and other members of the Historical 
Society do their best to keep the cemetery grounds and 
the gravestones clean, but the task is daunting. While 
clearing some invasive vegetation, she discovered a 
marker. No one had known there was a grave beneath the 
years of bramble. 

Beaulieu said that they have been able to identify 
180 recorded burials at Woodside, but that only 150 
graves have been found. Phinney noted that a large 
mounded area at the edge of the cemetery near County 
Road is most likely a group of unmarked graves. 

If you are interested in becoming a member 
of the Rochester Historical Society, you may pick up 
an application at the Plumb Memorial Library or at 
Rochester Town Hall. Meetings are held on the third 
Wednesday of each month in the museum at 7:00 pm.

Rochester is abundant in wildlife, and it seems 
as though wild animal sightings are just about as 
commonplace as Rochester resident sightings. One can 
usually spot either a deer or two grazing across some field 
or a family of wild turkeys passing through a neighbor's 
yard or perhaps crossing the road in front of your car. 

These animal sightings can be thrilling or, if you 
are a resident in Rochester, maybe just another regular 
part of the bucolic setting of Rochester. A growing concern 
in town, however, is a seemingly increasing trend of 
vehicle collisions with deer on those dimly lit roads of 
Rochester. 

Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee said he would 
let the statistics speak for themselves. In 2014, there were 
15 car accidents involving deer. In 2015, the number 
increased by five to 20. This year, so far, there have been 
nine vehicle accidents involving deer, but now begins the

peak time for deer collisions: mating season. 

The Insurance Institute for Highway Safety says 
that in November, deer collisions are nearly three times 
higher than the rest of the year. During deer rut season, 
bucks are pumped with testosterone and have only one 
thing on their mind - chasing does while pretty much 
ignoring the environment around them. (And who would 
know more about car collisions with deer than the car 
insurance industry?) 

"There certainly has been some increase in the 
deer population," said Chief Magee. "Most notably, this is 
mating season for the deer so it's when they move around 
and they forget it." He said many people falsely believe 
that deer collisions happen because this is hunting season 
and they are running away trying not to be hunted. "But 
this is not the case," Magee said. 

According to the Massachusetts Executive 
Office of Environmental Affairs, deer are what is called 
"crepuscular" - meaning they are most active at dawn 
and dusk, especially during breeding season. 

Although a collision with a deer is often fatal for 
the animal, car collisions can also injure the people inside 
the vehicle. 

"The other thing to think about is also the safety 
of the passengers," said Rochester Facilities Director 
Andrew Daniel. "A collision with a deer can do horrific 
damage to the vehicle and also its passengers." 

The Insurance Information Institute offers some

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tips for avoiding an impact with a deer. 

Be especially attentive while driving from sunset 
to midnight and during the early morning hours before 
and after sunrise, the two highest risk times of day for 
deer-vehicle collisions. 

Recognizing that Rochester is a rural setting 
with a high deer population and darkly lit streets, drive 
with caution, keep speeds low, and use your high beams 
when not passing oncoming traffic - the light will better 
illuminate the eyes of deer near or in the roadway. 

Slow down for a deer in or near the road and give 
one long blast on your horn to frighten it away. 

You should brake for a deer in your path, but 
never swerve, and stay in your lane to avoid a secondary 
collision with another vehicle or loss of control of your 
vehicle. 

Of course, always wear your seatbelt. 

If you do strike a deer, pull your car over to the 
side of the road, call police for assistance, and do not 
attempt to touch it. An injured, frightened deer, while also 
risking further injury to the animal, could also injure you. 

"I consider myself so very fortunate to live in 
the country and grew up in Rochester," said Daniel. "We 
must learn to live with nature. People need to realize 
in this area, we have large populations of wildlife be it 
turkeys or deer." 
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Quarantined!

On October 23, Mattapoisett held its fall rabies 
clinic at the fire station. Maybe you were there. I sure hope 
so. Or maybe you are keeping up with rabies inoculations 
through your preferred veterinarian. Either way, you've 
done your due diligence. But what you might not know is 
there is another layer of safety that can blindside even the 
most knowledgeable pet owner. 

All animal control officers and veterinarians must 
comply with state-mandated protocols that help to ensure 
the containment and control of rabies. This is no easy 
task. But the shocking truth is that rabies is a widespread 
contagion along the eastern seaboard. So, whether you 
live year round in the Tri-Town area or fly south with Spot 
and Fluffy for a winter in warmer climes, you need to 
know the regulations governing rabies control. 

The latest bulletin from the nationally known 
American Humane Association is a good place to 
learn more about this dangerous disease. At www. 
americanhumane.org 4 you'll find the following 
information from their August 2016 press release: 

"Rabies is a viral disease that affects the central 
nervous system; infects any warm-blooded animal; is almost 
always fatal; the only test for rabies infection is on deceased 
animals oftentimes ones that have been euthanized; it is spread 
through saliva and can be transmitted through bite wounds or 
other broken skin areas; incubation is from 3 to 8 weeks; rabies 
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is endemic throughout the continental U.S. but prevalent along 
the east coast from Maine to Florida and in southern Arizona to 
the Mexican border. " And the website sheds light on why 
most states quarantine even inoculated animals whether 
they are the victim or the perpetrator of a biting incident. 

The state of Massachusetts Department of 
Agricultural Resources Division of Animal Health 
regulates the protocol required for management of dogs 
and cats exposed to other domestic animals. In its August 
1, 2016 bulletin, they have two categories for rabies 
exposure. Category 1 is for visible bites or scratches 
from another animal that has been identified. In this 
category, the biting animal, whether currently vaccinated 
or not currently vaccinated, is automatically placed on 10 
days of strict confinement or quarantine either at home 
or in another identified secure area. At the end of the 10 
days, if the animal is healthy, the victim is presumed to 
be rabies-free. If the biting animal exhibits illness, it will 
be euthanized and the brain will be biopsied for rabies. In 
this instance, the victim will receive a rabies booster and 
be strictly confined for 45 days. 

Category 2 is a bit more straightforward. If an 
unknown animal bites a victim, the victim should receive 
a booster shot and go into strict confinement for 45 days. 

In all cases, the local animal control officer must 
be contacted directly and usually will be in contact with 
the attending veterinarian as well.

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Massey said, "If there is an animal under confinement at 
home. I'll do a drive by to make sure its inside." She said 
it is difficult to keep animals quarantined, but necessary 
to ensure animals and humans are safe. Massey added, "If 
I find a confined dog or cat outside, it's a $500 fine." She 
said lack of compliance is a liability to the community. 

Local veterinarian Dr. Jill O'Brien discussed how 
she manages a bite wound victim. 

"The big deciding factor in determining how to 
handle a biting incident is if the victim is up-to-date with 
vaccinations." She said that if that is the case, the state 
now allows veterinarians to give a booster immediately 
without waiting 10 days. 

O' Brian also explained what strict-confinement 
means. She said that the state considers compliance with 
that mandate if the animal is not able to escape outside, 
possibly having the space inspected by animal control 
professionals, and restrained via a leash when taken into 
the yard for brief periods. O'Brien's parting words were, 
"Keep your animals up to date."

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Town Meeting Accepts VFW Building 

Marion Special Town Meeting

There was quite a bit of discussion about the 
Special Town Meeting article to accept the donation of the 
VFW building, mostly over the pros and cons of acquiring 
another property. Still, when it came time to take a vote, 
the result was a unanimous 'aye' followed by thunderous 
applause. 

Council on Aging Director Heather Sylvia, seated 
at the far back of the Sippican School auditorium, was 
one of the more overjoyed in attendance, saying to The 
Wanderer that she was grateful to all the residents who 
turned out to support the acquisition of the VFW building 
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s 4 County Rd, Mattapoisett 
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D 


at 465 Mill Road where the likelihood of an actual senior 
center/ community center/ recreation center in Marion 
appears imminent. 

Marion Board of Selectmen Chairman Jody 
Dickerson acknowledged the VFW Post #2425' s last act 
of generosity to the town as it disbands, saying that the 
selectmen, should the donation be accepted, would strive 
to find the best use of the building and the 6.5 acres upon 
which it sits. 

The Finance Committee gave a recommendation 
on the floor to accept the donation with the selectmen's 
pledge to conduct a thorough assessment of all town- 
owned buildings to ensure efficiency and sound 
maintenance. 

Resident Lee Vulgaris, the most vocal of Town 
Meeting members that evening, brought up costs to bring 
the VFW building up to code, saying, "There is an awful 
lot of things that goes into bringing old buildings up to 
code." 

Dickerson said an assessment concluded that a 
total of $93,000 would be needed to prepare the building 
for municipal use and broke it down as follows: $30,000 
for a fire alarm/ extinguishing system; $5,300 in electrical 
work; $27,500 to make the restrooms ADA accessible; 
$8,500 for a general commercial cleanup; $16,500 for 
commercial grade carpeting; and an unspecified relatively 
small amount for painting and labor provided by the 
Plymouth County Sheriff's Department worker program. 
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Former Planning Board election candidate 
William do Carmo said the building would be best 
if under the direction of the Affordable Housing 
Commission, of which he is a member, in order to find 
the best use of the property, perhaps by developing it into 
senior housing or another use to generate revenue for the 
town; however, he did not receive much verbal support in 
his idea. 


resident put it. 

In the end, though, the voters accepted the gift, 
clapping and applauding before a standing ovation to 
thank the VFW Post #2425 members present that night for 
the decades of service to the town and the generosity of 
the building donation. 

An article to earmark anywhere from $80,000 
to $100,000 in cash payments to the Town from the 
developer of the Future Generation Wind project was 
rejected by a decisive majority who rejected a 50-50 split 
of the receipts between the OPEB (other post-employment 
benefits) Trust Fund and an Energy Efficiency Account to 
support town efforts to conserve energy. 

An amendment to change the percentage to 
a 60-40 split proposed by the Finance Committee and 
supported by the selectmen was also shot down by voters 
who argued that earmarking the money now would 
restrict the town from using that money in the future for 
other urgent costs that could arise. 

As Town Administrator Paul Dawson explained, 
the town anticipated reimbursement from the wind 
energy developer in the form of net metering credits. 


Residents spoke in favor of accepting the 
building, with words such as "a long time coming" and 
"a gift that keeps on giving," followed by applause. 

There were concerns, however, of another town 
building acquisition when the town already has "a 
long history of not maintaining their buildings," as one

essentially a reduction in the municipal electricity rates. 
The developer, fully within its right to do so, emphasized 
Dawson, instead chose to reimburse the town with cash 
payments that would now be counted as actual revenue. 

"Once that money is earmarked, you're out of 
luck," said Vulgaris. 

Town Meeting voters did accept Article S3 to 
enter into a PILOT (payment in lieu of taxes) agreement 
with local solar farm developer Clean Energy Collective, 
the site located off Tucker Lane. 

There were some concerns from residents that 
this would mean a 'tax break' or 'tax deal' for the solar 
developer; however, Dawson made it clear that this was 
in no way a tax break or deal. 

The developer will pay the full amount of taxes 
over the span of the 20-year project, with the annual 
estimated 2.5% tax rate increase and depreciating value of 
the project over time. 

"All this will do is allow [the developer] to 
make equal payments and for the Town to receive

equal payments over the course of time," Dawson said.

Selectmen Endorse Senior Tax Work-Off 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Rochester's Senior Property Tax Work-Off 
Program served as the Rochester Board of Selectmen's 
largest focal point during their Monday, October 24, 
meeting. Facilitated by the Rochester Council on Aging, 
the program allows seniors to work off up to $750 of their 
real estate tax by working at the Council. 

"We have fifteen people in the program right 
now," said Selectmen Chairman Naida Parker. "Some of 
them put in a few hours here and there, and some even 
work over the max, knowing they won't be paid for it." 

"How many people do we have in the program?" 
Selectman Richard Nunes asked. "How many can we 
have in total?" 

"We can have up to twenty people in the 
program," Parker explained. "So there's still room for five 
more people to apply." 

Applicants, she said, must be age 62 and above, 
and their net household income cannot exceed $45,000 for 
the year. The current rate of pay is $8 per hour. 

Parker reminded the room that Social Security 
benefits will only be increasing by .3% in 2017. 

"For seniors, an extra $60 per year isn't going to 
offset a property tax increase of $200," she said. "We have 
people who almost can't handle the tax already. Seniors 
are going to be leaving in higher numbers." 

Nunes said marketing the Senior Tax Work-Off 
Program might be helpful. 

"If we can get it out there so that more people 
know about it, we could get more people working," said 
Nunes. 

Parker replied, "Maybe. But other states offer 
more allowances for senior property tax rebate - 
something we don't do. You're going to start seeing more 
houses for sale." 

In other matters. Town Administrator Suzanne 
Szyndlar gave an update on Rochester's application for 
electric cars. "Right now, we're waiting for the charging 
station to arrive," she explained. 

"Where's the charging station going to go?" asked 

Nunes. 

"Well, we're thinking alongside the Town Hall 
itself," Szyndlar said. "But we're waiting to actually see 
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what the station looks like, so we can find where it really 
fits." 

"Is the station going to be open to the public?" 
Nunes continued. 

"Yes," Szyndlar explained, "which is part of why 
we want to put it in a place that's easy to get to." 

Szyndlar had also attended the earlier Special 
Town Meeting and came to the selectmen with a new idea 
for future meetings. 

"I'd noticed at the last town meeting that we 
were using some terms that regular people might not 
understand," she said. "I'd like to spend a little time at 
each meeting explaining some of these terms. Like 'free 
cash' - it's a term we use in the financial boards, but it's 
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not free and it's not cash; so we should explain exactly 
what it is, how we get it, and how we use it." 

"I always think people don't really understand 
that we're scraping by at the end of every season with 
new demands from different sectors," said Nunes. "We 
should explain how the budget is planned, what goes 
into it, how the school district affects it; there are a lot of 
things that people may not have the full scope of." 

The next Rochester Board of Selectmen meeting 
will be at 7:00 pm on Monday, November 14, in the 
Rochester Town Hall. 


Planning Board Considers New Solar Array

The beginning of the October 25 edition of the 
Rochester Planning Board breezed by quickly enough. 

The first public hearing, a request from Gary 
Mills to modify a plan combining two lots into a single 
lot, was continued until the next meeting. The second, a 
proposed project from James & Charlotte Spieldenner of 
1 Happy Tails Lane to modify a plan to pave an existing 
gravel roadway, was also delayed due to legal papers that 
had not yet been completed. 

Sorting through a small pile of vouchers and 
minutes that needed approval. Chairman Arnold Johnson 
turned to his fellow board members and remarked, "This 
is going quickly. Don't you wish our government could 
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overnight care. 

Our nurse is available to do a free 
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care for you or your loved one. 
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move this quickly?" 

The board then moved on to the only public 
hearing of the night left - a special permit request for a 
large-scale solar array from Clean Energy Collective and 
property owners Michael and Johnann For and of 268 
Mattapoisett Road. 

Evan Watson, a representative of Prime 
Engineering and Clean Energy Collective, was on hand 
to walk the Planning Board through the plans. "The solar 
array would be located on five acres at the back of the 
property. Wetlands surround three sides of the array. 

We'd like to mimic a meadow with grass and vegetation 
- something inviting for smaller animals and for deer and 
turkeys." Watson continued, "There will be a wooden 
stockade fence around the panels, with plantings in front. 
We've actually developed an entire landscape plan to give 
a variation of plants which are good for screening and 
inviting to wildlife." 

Property abutter Sue Lacey was in attendance at 
the meeting and expressed her approval of the project. 
"I'm very pleased with the project," she said. "I like the 
plan for screening. I walk through the area often, and I 
think the plan will look very natural, and I might even be 
able to see more wildlife. It's a well-developed project." 

Watson recapped, "I think this is a good project 
for a special permit. We're providing tax revenue without 
a use of town services, traffic safety won't be an issue, 
there won't be an impact on the natural environment, no

farms or forests are disappearing, and we're providing a 
cleaner environment." 

Board members Chris Silveira, John DeMaggio 
and Gary Florindo were all absent for the session, and 
Johnson advised Watson to wait on discussing more 
precise dealings such as stormwater runoff until such time 
as the entire board was present. "Otherwise, we'd have 
to explain it to them again and we'd end up repeating 
ourselves." 

Watson agreed, the request was continued until 
the next meeting, and the current meeting was quickly 
adjourned. 

The next Planning Board meeting will be held at 
7:00 pm on Wednesday, November 9 at the Town Hall. 
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Please note that the date is irregular because Tuesday, 
November 8 is Election Day.

On October 25, Town Administrator Mike 
Gagne informed the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
that Representative William Straus had been successful 
in pitching the idea of constructing a sidewalk along 
the south side of Route 6 from Brandt Island Road to 
Mattapoisett Neck Road.

of Transportation surveyed the area to determine if there 
was sufficient space for sidewalks along the heavily 
traveled highway. 

"Representative Straus has informed me that 
the DOT has earmarked $750,000 for the sidewalks," 
Gagne announced during the board of selectmen's public 
meeting that was held in the library conference room. 

On the theme of improvements along Route 6, 
Gagne also said that a work group will be formed to 
study pedestrian safety and other issues in concert with 
town departments and SRPEDD. 

Gagne invited Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger 
to the table to talk about early voting. She said, "On the 
first day, three hundred people voted." She said that a 
record 5,000 people had registered to vote and that early 
voting should alleviate traffic backing up onto Route 6 
from Old Hammondtown School where the polls will be 
located on November 8. 

"I think it's been excellent," Heuberger said with 

a smile. 

She then told the selectmen that her office had 
received an Early Voting Challenge Award presented 
to the town for its effort in providing extended voting 
hours on Wednesday evening and Saturday mornings. 
Early voting hours and days are: Monday, October 31, 
Tuesday, November 1, Thursday, October 27 & November 
3, and Friday, October 28 & November 4 from 8:00 am 
until 4:00 pm and Wednesday, October 26 & November 
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2 from 8:00 am until 7:00 pm. Voters may also cast their 
ballot on Saturday, October 29 from 10:00 am until 2:00 
pm. The award was given by Common Cause and the 
League of Women Voters along with other voter action 
organizations. 

Also bearing good news were Jodi Bauer and 
Sandra Hering saying that Mattapoisett has once again 
received recognition in the form of a National Arbor Day 
Award. " It's the eighth year in a row," Hering said. She 
also said that the tree committee has been working closely 
with the highway department and recently planted new 
trees along Mechanics Street. 

Resident Dan White asked Gagne if there is any 
new information regarding the closing of shell fishing in

Gagne reported that the algae problem has not 
abated and that all of Buzzards Bay, Mount Hope Bay 
and Vineyard Sound are closed. He said that published 
updates are available at town hall and on the town's 
website. 

"If you see anyone shell fishing and you don't feel 
comfortable approaching them, call the police department 
or the selectmen's office and we'll get someone out there 
immediately," Gagne stated. He said that while most 
people are complying, there had been two reported 
incidents of people harvesting shellfish in contaminated 
areas. 

Also coming before the selectmen was Town 
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Treasurer Brenda A. Herbeck, who presented bonds 
and BANs to the officials for their signature. These 
financial instruments will cover expenses associated 
with water main replacement along Route 6, water and 
well improvements. Phase 6 road repairs, and property 
acquisitions. The combined value of the bond and BANs 
(bond anticipation note) is approximately $2.6 million. 

Things didn't go so smoothly for Scott Boucher 
when he and property owners Zoey and John Boza 
learned that although Boucher may receive a permit to 
move his business to 58 Fairhaven Road, there was one 
more hurdle: the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

In a continued hearing, Boucher returned to the 
selectmen with a site plan that had received approval 
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from the building inspector and the blessing of the police 
department. But zoning bylaws prohibit car dealerships 
in that zone, making it necessary for Boucher to seek a 
special permit from the ZBA. 

Property owner John Boza was clearly frustrated, 
"How long will that take?" Selectman Tyler Macallister 
said, "About three months." Boza seemed flummoxed and 
angered by the process. 

"Our hands are tied," Macallister explained, 

"We don't determine use of property. A special permit is 
required." 

The selectmen approved Boucher's request for a 
Class II license to sell used cars contingent upon a positive 
ruling by the ZBA. 

Gagne discussed library renovations that will 
begin in early November and asked the public to park at 
Shipyard Park if they didn't have mobility issues. He said 
that parking near the library will be extremely limited 
during construction. 

In the audience watching the wheels of local 
government turn was 12-year-old Paul McLaughlin. A 
member of Boy Scout Troop 53, the Scout is working on 
his government badge. Macallister, along with Selectman 
Paul Silva, wished him well in his endeavor. 

Due to Election Day on November 8, the next 
meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen was not 
scheduled but will be posted following public meeting 
regulations. 

'Picture Post' Project Coming to ORR 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

A new and fun way to collect data about climate 
and climate change is coming to the grounds at Old 
Rochester Regional High School with the installation of 
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the area's first Picture Post station. 

Fully funded by the Environmental Protection 
Agency, the project to study the changes in the 
environment is part of the Digital Earth Watch (DEW) 
network, a tool used by non-scientists to monitor their 
environment and share data and observations with the 
network. 

ORR teacher Lynn Connor asked the Old 
Rochester Regional School Committee on October 19 to 
approve the installation of the post on the approach to the 
athletic fields as a way for students and visitors to happen 
upon it and participate. 

"Last year, the EPA approached me to work on a 
project with them called 'Weather-ready Mattapoisett,"' 
said Connor. Throughout the year, she said, she attended 
a number of meetings focused on extreme weather and 
local storm preparation and came up with the idea to 
bring one or two Picture Posts to the Tri-Town area. 

The station is essentially a fence post with a 
platform to place a cell phone on and take photos of the 
surroundings. Markings guide the user to take pictures in 
each of the eight directions, as well as one overhead at the 
sky. 

Using an app or by visiting the website, the 
photos can be uploaded to the database and accessed by 
anyone, including climate scientists, all over the world. 

"It's used to track changes in our environment 
starting from the day it's installed and the first pictures 
are taken ... and into the future,' Connor said. "[One 
could observe] the first day of the leaf bud of this year to 
five years, ten years, twenty years from now." 

The greenness of the trees could be tracked, 
Connor said, and the start of the autumn leaves as well as 
when the first snow falls each subsequent year could also 
be tracked. 

"There's so much you can do with that data over 
time," said Connor. 

"It's a wonderful form of participatory data 
gathering," said Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos. 
"It's just going to be a great opportunity for our students 
to gather that data and be a part of this global work of 
gathering data on change. I think it's really neat." 
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The Picture Post will have a sign directing the 
user, and the system is designed to be easy and user- 
friendly, Frangos pointed out. 

The user would place the bottom of their 
cellphone flat on the platform disc, back against the side 
of the octagon that faces North marker "N." The user then 
aligns the middle of the back of the camera with the edge 
of the octagon and points the lens away from the post. 
Using the widest angle on the camera, the user snaps a 
pic, repeating seven times clockwise around the marked 
points on the octagon, and an additional one from the disc 
up at the sky. 

The user then submits the photos to the Picture 
Post website or via the app. 

"It's so easy to do, and it's really kind of 
interesting to share that data," said Frangos. 

The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee is scheduled for November 16 at 6:30 
pm in the ORR Junior High School media room. 

Teachers Vote - 'NOT YET' 

Mattapoisett School Committee

At the October 24 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
School Committee, committee members along with the 
public learned that traditional letter grading deemed 
antiquated and out of touch with current teaching and 
learning methods will remain in place until the 2017-18 
school year. 

Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos gave a 
full presentation on the process used by the 26 member 
sub-committee to review a new standards-based report 
card, one that Frangos said "doesn't measure against 
other students . . . and it will change the household 
conversation..." 

The new reporting system will no longer use the 
familiar A, B, C marks but will instead employ levels of 
competency in subject matter with Mastery, Proficiency, 
Emerging and Not Yet. 

Frangos said that educators and parents along 
with other stakeholders had been urging the district to 
use a more meaningful and modern grading process - one 
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Brownie Sundae $4.00 

Banana Split $4.00 
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that would help educate students. 

"It will include year-end goals, goals that include 
social skills and academic skills," Frangos said. 

But when it came down to when teachers thought 
they would be ready to implement standards-based 
reporting, they voted to delay it until next school year. 

Center School Principal Rose Bowman said, "I 
recognize, appreciate and support the teachers ... we 
want to make sure parents know how the report card 
works." 

A parental handbook is in the works, Frangos 
said, and will be rolled out after the winter break, 
thus giving parents and teachers a chance to educate 
themselves on the new process and ferret out any 
questions or concerns. 

Earlier in the evening Bonne DeSousa, well- 
known local bicycling advocate, came before the 
committee asking for their support in the future when 
pro-bicycling initiatives come before them. 

"Biking creates opportunities," DeSousa said. She 
pointed to the importance of cycling safety training for 
students with the idea of including cycling as part of a 
physical education program for students who might not 
be interested in team sports. 

The committee agreed to support bicycling 
programs in the future. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee is scheduled for December 12 at 6:30 pm at 
Center School.

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Sheryl Briggs, one of the Health 9 teachers, agreed 
with this. 

"We need to be very careful of what we say and 
put online," said Briggs. 

The 90-minute session highlighted the dangerous 
possibilities that go along with having an online social 
media presence. Acknowledging that many of them have 
accounts across a variety of sites, students agreed that 
it is very common to come across hurtful things when 
interacting with others on the Internet. 

"Comments on YouTube can be bad," one student 
said as the class gave examples. 

The damage that such comments online could 
cause was demonstrated through group discussion 
and a series of videos in which perpetrators, victims, 
and bystanders told their stories of such cyber-bullying 
incidents. 

Afterwards, the freshmen worked in groups to 
come up with scenarios of bullying online and how they 
would appropriately react to witnessing or being involved 
in the situations. 

"Tell an adult" was a common solution, one 
backed by Ms. Barker and the rest of the ORRHS 
administration. 

"But make sure to screenshot the conversation," 
she instructed the students. "Always have proof of what 
happened to show an adult."

I realize that I should take my cat to the vet annually to 
get a physical and whatever vaccinations may he due, hut 
getting the cat into the cat carrier is a chore.

4 irrigation of newly p larded lawns (seeded or sodded} for homes or businesses newly 
constructed in [he previous twelve months; 

4 Filling of privately owned outdoor pools; and 
4 irrigation by golf courses as necessary to maintain tees and greens. 

Residents who are currently on a private well are encouraged to participate in the current 
restrictions due to the drought situation across the State.

Available on iTunes and in 
limited theatrical release. 

Has Michael Moore broken some kind of record 
with his new stand-up-punditry film Michael Moore in 
Trumpland ? This movie didn't even exist three weeks 
ago. It was filmed on October 7 and 8, and it premiered 
less than two weeks later. Welcome to the wonderful 
world of digital, I guess. Anyway, the movie, which 
Moore sprang on the world with a flourish last week, 
captures Moore during two talks at the Murphy Theater 
in Wilmington, Ohio, a town that Moore tells us leans 
largely (or bigly) toward Trump. So here comes Moore, 
the lefty barnstormer, to take his argument behind enemy 
lines, with the marquee outside blaring "Trump Voters 
Welcome." 

I don't know — there's really no way to know 

— how many people in Moore's theater audience were, 
in fact. Trump voters, and I'm sure Moore doesn't know 
either. I don't trust Moore's editing: Who's to say the man 
photographed scowling during a Moore paean to Hillary 
Clinton wasn't filmed at some other point in the evening, 
actually frowning at something else? (This is nothing 
new, of course; editing makes audience members seem 

to respond to something other than what they actually 
responded to in practically every concert film you've ever 
seen.) We also don't know if he changed anyone's mind. 
Does it matter? At this point, people are pretty well seated 
where they're at, and they're probably not going to be 
budged. 

What the movie amounts to is a fearful-sounding 
plea by Moore for everyone to vote for Hillary. Moore is 
not as sure of Trump's defeat as many are. By his account, 
Moore was in England during Brexit, and that experience 

— people voting as a "screw you" to the status quo, and 
ending up screwing themselves — seems to have scarred 
him. In July, Moore rattled a lot of his fans by insisting 
that Trump would win. Most polls these days beg to 
differ, but Moore might also have been trying to galvanize 
people into action, which he also tries to do here. 

In a way, Moore's instincts towards compassion 
sabotage his proselytizing efforts, because as someone 


born in the much-disgraced Flint, Michigan, Moore knows 
the frustrations of the working class and can understand 
why they want to blow up a system that gave them the 
shaft. He may be erring on the side of idealization when 
he says Trump voters are decent people (all of them? 

The white supremacists? The bigots of all stripes? Milo 
Yiannopoulos?), but he seems to want to begin with 
a clean slate and work around to something Trump 
supporters and Clinton supporters can agree on. To be 
honest, I wonder if the true impetus for this movie was so 
that Moore could have a filmed document of him publicly 
agitating for Clinton. Why? Maybe to assure Moore's 
imagined post-apocalyptic post-Trump generations that at 
least One Man stood firm. 

Moore feints towards common ground, but he 
mostly pays it jokey lip service. I'm a Moore admirer with 
serious reservations: I feel that he can speak powerfully 
for the downtrodden, but that his effectiveness can 
get lost in smug self-regard or just plain snark. During 
this show, Moore literally walls off Mexican audience 
members and sics a drone on Muslim listeners, ostensibly 
to make the Trump voters in the house feel safer. Well, 
first of all, that kind of thing isn't going to endear you to 
the butt of the joke. Second, Moore's stuff is long on this 
brand of unfunny stunt. I think Moore is generally on my 
side of the fence. I also think Fahrenheit 9/11 didn't prevent 
a second Bush term. 

Then again, Dinesh D'Souza's 2016: Obama's 
America didn't prevent a second Obama term, either. 
Generally the folks who take in propaganda are not 
looking to have their ideas changed, but confirmed. 

D' Souza didn't help convert Obama leaner s to Romney, 
and Moore didn't pull anyone away from Bush to Kerry. 
He isn't going to do that to Trump, either. Trump seems 
to be doing a superlative job of that to himself. This 
concert, filmed in the moments right before the truly 
ugly Access Hollywood recording got out, doesn't take that 
into account. This election season has been so weird, has 
moved so quickly into such unforeseen places, that even 
a film that was shot (as I write this) fifteen days ago can't 
keep pace with it.

Southeastern Massachusetts has long been 
without a competitive bagpipe and drum band. Other 
local communities had pipe bands - Cape Cod has three, 
Rhode Island has a couple, and in the area north of 
Boston there are a few more - but until now southeastern 
Massachusetts did not have any competing pipe bands. 
That is now a thing of the past. 

Old Colony Highlanders Pipe Band began 
over the summer and is now practicing weekly in 
Middleboro, MA at the Rock Village Church. The band 
was founded by a Middleboro family, John Bielski and 
Diane Wood-Bielski, and their daughter Maeghan who 
are all bagpipers. Their two sons, Ian and Drew, are 
Scottish-style snare drummers. The family have extensive 
experience and have played in their own family band 
as well as having played in larger pipe bands on Cape 
Cod, Rhode Island, north of Boston and in Albany, New 
York. They all have very successful competitive solo and 
performance experience. Ian and Maeghan currently rank 
Number 1 in their competitive categories in the eastern 
United States, and Maeghan is one of the top amateur 
bagpipers in North America. 

Over the years, the Bielski family has travelled 
throughout northeastern United States in order to have 
the opportunity to play in a bagpipe band that offered 
rewarding educational and competitive opportunities. 
Old Colony Highlanders (OCH) was started with the 
desire to bring that home to this region, as well as to be 
a source for the greater community to experience the 
culture and music of the great highland bagpipes and 
drums.
